SENIOR ROTC cadets at Auburn have 
taken to the air. 


A selected group of 50 students— 
from Air Foree and Army ROTC units 


—will earn private pilots’ licenses *at 
the API School of Aviation by the end 
of the current school year. Théy will 
be the first “graduates” of the new 
light aviation flight training program 
offered by military services. 

The flight training has been enthus- 
iastically accepted by Auburn students. 
Cadets in both the Air Force and Army 
Reserve Officers Training Corps. are 
showing new interest im careers ds 
military pilots. 

The students are taught to fly by 
civilian pilots at Auburn, while the 


Overall program is supervised by mem- 
bers of the Air Force and Army ROTC 
Staffs. Light planes which are relatively 
inexpensive and easy to maintain are 
used for the course. 


Separate, but similar, programs are 
offered to Air Force and Army cadets. 
The programs have been set up on a 
four-year trial basis at a number of 
colleges in America. If the success of 
the first year at Auburn is duplicated 
elsewhere, the training may save the 


military services a great deal of money. 
Men with natural ability and~ ap- 
titudes for flying can be “found” under 
this program at only a fraction of the 
cost of lengthy military pilot training. 


One of first 


BECAUSE IT had a college-owned air- 
port and other facilities, Auburn was 
one of the first colleges in the United 
States to offer the flight training to 
the cadets, 


Shortly after national ROTC officials 
announced the new program, the API 
School of Aviation was awarded con- 
tracts. 


The Air Force program, which got 
underway during the Christmas holi- 
days, was the sixth in the nation. About 
40 cadets have earned their private 
pilots’ licenses. Maj. Frank J. Malloy, 
assistant professor of air science, is 
liaison officer. 


Auburn’s Army program was the first 
one authorized in the Third Army area 
and the ninth in the United States. 
Eleven cadets will be licensed after 
completing their training. Lt. Col. Rob- 
ert C. Anderson, assistant professor of 
military science and tactics and execu-

tive officer for Army ROTC at Au- 
burn, is liaison officer with the airport. 

Auburn purchased four new 95- 
horsepower airplanes early in 1957 for 
use by the ROTC students, Robert 
Pitts, "33, director of the Auburn School 
of Aviation, said. , 


A staff of experienced pilots was as- 
sembled. Ray R. Sanders, ’54, instructor 
in aeronautical. engineering, is chief 
flight instructor. James Murphree, vet- 
eran pilot from Montgomery, is em- 
ployed as full-time instructor. 

Other instructors are John Barton, 
L. Y. (Yancey) Dean, Charles Holleman, 
Harry Jones and Warren (Buck) White. 
All have had extensive military and 
civilian experience. Each works half- 
time in the flying program and is a 
half-time student at Auburn. 


35 hours in air 


THE FLIGHT training is similar to the 
former Civilian Pilot Training Program. 
Cadets receive 35 hours of. ground 
school instruction and 35 hours of in- 
dividual flight instruction. 


Army cadets met from 7-8 a. m. for 
ground school instruction. M. O. Wil- 
liams, ’54, assistant professor of aero- 
nautical engineering at API and quali- 
fied Civil Aeronautics Administration 
ground school instructor, taught the 
classes. 

Air Force studerits received five hours 
of ground school instruction. Because 
juniors in AFROTC take 15 hours of 
meteorology (weather) and 15 hours of 
navigation training under Maj. Mallory, 
these students needed only the ground 
school instruction relating to Civil Air 
Regulations. 

Each cadet in the Air Force and Army 
unit programs must log 35 hours of ac- 
tual air time before receiving his pri- 
vate pilot’s license. He also has to pass 
CAA written and flight tests. 

The flight training has had an amaz- 
ingly .low. “washout rate,’. Mr. Pitts 
pointed. out. Students may be washed 
out because of. chronic airsicknéss, in- 
ability to master the skills required in 
flying or for disciplinary reasons, 

Because the flight instruction ‘is on 
an individual basis, the college-owned 
light planes are in use almost every 
hour of daylight. Excessive spring rains 
disrupted the flying schedule; students 
made up their time by beginning a 
dawn patrol at 5 a. m. 

All the time spent in the flight pro- 


gram is in addition to the regular ROTC 
training. The flying cadets must attend 
their regular military classes and Tues- 
day and Thursday drills. 


Careful screening 


THE FLYING LESSONS—given at no 
cost to. the student—are open to seniors 
in advanced Army and Air Force ROTC 
who indicate their interest in pilot 
training. 

They are carefully screened and given 
physical and flight aptitude tests, About 
one-third of:the Army cadets interested 
qualified for the training, Col. Anderson 
explained. 

After the students are graduated and 
commissioned, the Army will give them 
further training in light aircraft to be- 


_come liaison or helicopter pilots. 


The flying cadets have the highest 
priority in the Air Force. They may be- 
come pilots or navigators after receiv- 
ing their Air Force commissions. 

The success of the first year’s train- 
ing guarantees that the flying will be 
continued. Mr. Pitts expects the pro- 
gram to double next fall, Auburn will 
purchase additional planes and add 
more qualified-instructors at that time.

AN AUBURN ALUMNUS is the reci- 
pient of the first distinguished service 
research award to be presented by the 
Animal Health Institute, Inc. 

The award, first of its kind in the 
entire animal health field, was pre- 


» sented to Dr. Bennett Thomas Simms, 


"11, in recognition of his “outstanding 
achievements in the field of animal 
health research.” 

Dr. Simms 
strator of the Agricultural. Research 
Service of the United States Department 


of Agriculture at Washington, D. C. Un-. 


til recently he was director of livestock 
research for the Agricultural Research 
Service. 

In ceremonies at the Animal Health 
Institute’s 17th annual meeting at White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va., the Auburn- 
trained veterinarian was presented a 
bronze plaque. commemorating. the 
award, an engraved silver pitcher and 
a $1,000 check. Dr. D, H. LeGear, pres- 
ident of the Animal Health Institute, ° 
said in his presentation speech: 

“For* more than 45 years, Dr. Simms 
has been piling one important veterin- 
ary médical accomplishment on top of 
another. He has consistently pushed 
ahead, extending the knowledge and 
stature of his chosen profession. 

“The recipient of our Distinguished 
Service Research Award has devoted his 
life to public service. He has contribut- 


ed a great deal to better understanding 


among nations of the science of veteri- 
nary medicine and of the objectives of 
livestock research and disease control.” 

A native of Sumter County, Bennett 
T. Simms enrolled in agriculture at 
Auburn in 1904. He changed his course 
after the new curriculum was added and 
received his doctor of veterinary med- 
icine degree from API in 1911. He has 
done graduate work at the University 
of Chicago.

Dr. Simms taught at North Carolina 
State College from 1911-1913. For 24 
years he was head of the veterinary de- 
partment at Oregon State College. Dur- 
ing this period he’and his research’ as- 
sociates discovered—in salmon poison- 
ing—the first evidence in medical his- 
tory of an infectious disease transmitted 
to mammalian animals by an internal 
parasite. 


He returned to Auburn in 1938 as 
director of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Regional Animal Dis- 
ease Research Laboratory. He has 
done research with brucellosis, coc- 
cidiosis, lathyrism and ergotism in cat- 
tle, fascioliasis and gastro- intestinal 
parasites in sheep and cattle. 


In 1945 Dr. Simms was named chief 
of the USDA Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. He was the leader of the United 
States efforts, in cooperation with the 
government of Mexico, ‘that success- 
fully eradicated an outbreak of. foot- 
and-mouth disease during 1947-51, pre- 
venting its spread to the U. S. In 1953 
Dr. Simms was named chief of animal 
disease and parasite research branch of 
the Agricultural Research Service.
